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Introduction. 


It  is  customary  to  review  the  trend  of  the  public  health  in 
five  yearly  periods,  and  as  the  present  review  comes  within  the 
war  period  it  should  be  of  greater  interest  on  that  account.  The 
present  survey  relates  to  the  five  years  commencing  January  1st, 
1941,  and  terminating  on  December  31st,  1945. 

The  population  of  this  Borough,  according  to  the  Registrar 
General’s  figures,  has  been  reduced  by  1,370,  i.e.,  30,190  to 
28,820,  and  is  only  85%  of  the  number  recorded  at  the  termina- 
tion of  the  1914-18  war. 

The  annual  number  of  births  has  increased  from  383  to  472, 
with  a peak  538  in  1944,  and  is,  therefore,  likely  to  off-set  the 
fall  in  population  to  a small  extent,  provided  the  present  increase 
is  not  only  of  a temporary  post-war  character. 

This  rise  in  the  birth-rate  by  approximately  50%  has,  how- 
ever, had  the  disturbing  effect  of  putting  considerable  strain  upon 
the  midwifery  services,  both  in  regard  to  the  inadequacy  of 
institutional  bed  accommodation  and  to  the  depletion  of  nursing 
personnel:  approximately  two-thirds  of  the  births  take  place 
in  institutions,  and  this  fashion  is  likely  to  grow. 

The  local  Maternity  Home  has  increasingly  proved  inade- 
quate to  meet  the  requests  for  accommodation,  the  peak  year 
of  1944  being  306  admissions  as  compared  with  an  average  of 
200.  With  increasing  shortage  of  staff,  the  number  of  cases 
accepted  for  admission  has  had  of  necessity  to  be  curtailed  by 
excluding  admissions  from  outside  districts  and  by  reducing  the 
period  of  treatment  from  fourteen  to  ten  days.  Permits  will, 
in  the  near  future,  allow  of  providing  additional  accommodation, 
but  without  a pool  from  which  to  obtain  qualified  nursing  staff 
the  future  is  fraught  with  anxiety  and  the  public  must  realise 
that  it  is  they  and  not  those  in  authority  who  must  provide  the 
nursing  personnel. 

The  number  of  infants  who  died  in  the  first  year  of  life 
has  continued  to  decrease,  which  would  indicate  that  war-time 
measures  taken  for  their  well-being  have  more  than  balanced 
the  mal-effects.  Likewise  the  health  of  older  children  has  at 
least  been  maintained,  and  indeed  improved,  which  is  contrary 
to  expectations.  Their  nutritional  state  has  improved ; the 
dietary,  balanced  by  rationing  and  with  added  vitamin  content, 
may  well  have  contributed  in  great  measure  to  this  result. 

No  major  epidemics  have  been  recorded.  Protection  by  the 
now  household  word,  “Immunisation,”  is  speedily  relegating 
Diphtheria  to  the  group  of  infective  diseases  which  are  all  but 
history.  Throughout  the  five-year  period  just  elapsed,  only 
nine  cases  and  no  fatal  results  were  recorded,  compared  with 
291  cases  and  26  deaths  during  the  1934-39  period.  Immunisa- 
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tion  was  instituted  in  1937.  That  the  risk  of  contracting  this 
disease  has  not  diminished  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  adults  and 
unprotected  children  still  continue  to  occupy  beds  in  hospital. 

The  means  whereby  men  and  women  serving  overseas  have 
been  protected  by  inoculation  have  not;  only  reduced  sickness 
from  certain,  infective  diseases  prevalent  abroad,  but  have  re- 
duced the  likelihood  of  these  infections  being  imported  with, 
in  consequence,  a revival  of  those  epidemics  which  were  at  one 
time  prevalent  in  this  country. 

The  death-rate  for  the  Borough,  which  after  the  1914-18 
war  was  16.8  per  thousand,  fell  gradually  during  the  following 
twenty  years  to  13.7.  Since  1938,  however,  a deterioration  is 
noticeable,  and  for  the  period  now  under  review  it  averages 
14.5  per  thousand. 

Whilst  the  improvement  in  this  rate  during  those  twenty 
years  prior  to  1938  was,  in  the  main,  due  to  the  increased 
attention  being  paid  to  the  care  of  infants,  as  is  shown  by  the 
records  of  infant  mortality,  this  cannot  be  the  factor  to  use  in 
explanation  of  the  present  upward  trend  of  the  general  death- 
rate.  The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  has  not  correspondingly  in- 
creased, but  continues  at  a low  level. 

The  cause  can,  therefore,  justly  be  ascribed  to  the  present 
unbalanced  age  distribution  of  the  populace,  coupled  with 
changed  economic  and  sociological  factors  which  tend  to  a reduc- 
tion in  the  size  of  family.  In  so  far  as  the  alteration  in  the 
age  distribution  is  viewed,  it  is  partly  due  to  the  longer  expecta- 
tion of  life  without  a correspondingly  longer  child-producing 
period  among  these  lives.  Thus  the  birth-rate  is  reduced  propor- 
tionately to  the  death-rate. 

Again,  the  heavy  casualty  rate  amongst  males  during  the 
1914-18  war  has  reduced  the  number  of  those  in  the  prime  of 
life,  and  of  prospective  fathers,  during  the  last  two  decades. 
We,  so  to  speak,  are  becoming  a community  of  older  but  less 
virile  people. 

The  population  cannot,  therefore,  replace  itself  unless  some 
means  other  than  the  family  allowances  are  found  to  preclude 
a decrease  in  the  size  of  the  average  family. 

Without  the  efforts  of  those  whose  function  it  is  to  make 
life  more  safe  and  prolonged  (and  they  have  not  been  unfruitful 
in  their  results)  the  reduction  of  our  effective  man  power  would 
be  even  greater  and  the  outlook  more  gloomy  for  civilisation. 

Quality  no  less  than  quantity  is  a factor  which  also  cannot 
be  overlooked  in  viewing  the  future,  and  on  this  aspect  one  is  led 
to  doubt  if  the  added  hours  given  to  pleasure  by  the  present-day 
juvenile  will  not  detract  from  his  will  to  put  added  zeal  into 
his  shortening  hours  of  production  of  work.

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(2)  For  Smallpox  and  Typhus: 

The  Corporation  owns  a Hospital  of  30  beds  for  Smallpox 
and  Typhus.  Nine  of  these  beds  are  retained  by  Hyde. 

(3)  Maternity. 

(a)  For  normal  cases  of  pregnancy  the  Council  have 
provided  the  Aspland  Maternity  Home,  having  a normal  accom- 
modation of  11  beds  for  286  patients  per  annum.  This  accom- 
modation could  well  be  doubled  as  is  shown  by  the  number  of 
applicants  who  could  not  be  provided  for. 

(b)  For  abnormal  cases  the  Council  make  provision  for 
treatment  in  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Manchester.  During  the  year 
1945,  20  cases  were  sent  for  treatment  under  the  Scheme.  The 
weekly  charge  of  £5  5s.  to  the  Corporation  is  recovered  from  the 
patient  in  full  or  in  part,  according  to  the  means  of  the  house- 
hold. 

(4)  Children 

The  majority  of  children  are  sent  for  Hospital  treatment  to 
Ashton  Infirmary  and  the  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital, 
Pendlebury. 

(5)  General  Hospitals. 

The  Council  makes  contributions  to  the  Royal  Infirmary, 
Manchester,  and  to  the  District  Infirmary  and  Children’s 
Hospital,  Ashton-u-Lyne.  Contributions  are  also  made  from  the 
Mayor’s  Hospital  Fund  to  the  General  Hospitals  of  the  district, 
the  sum  in  1945  being  £3,184,  and  from  the  Contributory  Fund 
for  Free  Hospital  Treatment,  £3,434. 

AMBULANCE  FACILITIES. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Diseases: 

Two  Motor  Ambulances  are  kept  for  the  removal  of 
Infectious  Diseases,  and  are  garaged  at  the  hospital. 

The  number  of  patients  so  conveyed  to  the  Hyde  Isolation 
Hospital  during  1945  was  427,  of  which  61  were  from  Hyde 
itself,  and  366  from  areas  outside  the  Borough. 

(b)  For  Non-Inf ectious  and  Accident  Cases. 

Four  ambulances  are  maintained  by  the  Corporation  to 
serve  the  combined  districts  of  Hyde,  Denton,  Dukinfield,  Bred- 
bury  and  Romiley,  Longdendale  and  Tintwistle,  comprising  a 
population  approaching  100,000  persons. 

This  service,  which,  prior  to  the  31st  March,  1942,  had  been 
under  the  control  of  the  Chief  Constable,  was  temporarily  trans- 
ferred for  administrative  purposes  to  the  Health  Department — 
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the  staff  being  drawn  from  the  Civil  Defence  Casualty  Service 
under  the  supervision  of  a Superintendent.  Upon  the  disbandon- 
ment  of  the  C.D.  Service,  control  of  the  service  reverted  to  the 
Police  in  August,  and  a joint  Ambulance  Board  formed  in 
November.  The  vehicles  are  garaged  at  the  Ambulance  Station 
in  Oldham  Street.

Water  Supply. 

Water  supplied  by  the  Corporation  is  obtained  from  the 
Manchester  Corporation,  the  Ashton  and  District  Water  Board 
and  Hyde  Corporation  Water  Works  (the  latter  being  used  solely 
for  manufacturing  purposes).  10,152  dwellings  in  the  Borough 
are  adequately  supplied  by  the  Corporation  with  a piped,  constant 
supply,  generally  of  good  quality.  The  remaining  98  farms  and 
dwellings  on  the  outskirts  of  the  town,  which  became  part  of  the 
Borough  in  1936,  have  their  own  natural  sources  of  supply,  wells, 
springs,  etc.,  which  cannot  be  considered  altogether  satisfactory.

Milk  Supply. 

The  register  of  cow-keepers  at  the  close  of  the  year  con- 
tained 48  names,  whilst  the  number  of  persons  on  the  register 
of  milk  purveyors  was  62  of  whom  13  retail  in  the  Borough  from 
surrounding  districts. 

Six  of  the  cow-keepers  are  licensed  by  the  County  Council 
to  produce  either  Tuberculin  Tested  or  Accredited  milk. 

By  provision  of  the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  Order,  1936, 
one  dealer’s  licence  was  granted  in  respect  of  Pasteurised  Milk, 
and  four  for  Tuberculin  Tested  Milk.  Two  Supplementary 
licences  for  the  sale  of  Pasteurised  Milk  were  also  granted. 

Test  by  Inoculation  for  Tubercle  Bacilli. 

Of  the  163  samples  of  milk  submitted  to  examination,  15,  or 
9.20  per  cent.,  were  found  to  contain  tubercular  bacilli.  The 
average  for  the  previous  five  years  was  4.75  per  cent,  of  samples 
found  to  contain  the  bacillus. 

In  all  cases  where  positive  results  obtain,  the  offending 
animal  is  traced,  where  this  is  possible,  and  destroyed  in 
accordance  with  the  Tuberculosis  Order,  1925.

With  few  exceptions  the  animals  inspected  were  examined  at 
No.  2 Slaughterhouse,  which  is  administered  by  the  Ministry  of 
Food  within  the  area  of  the  County  Borough  of  Stockport, 
where  Sanitary  Inspectors  from  this  area  attend  on  equal  rota 
with  similar  officers  from  the  Marple,  Denton  and  Audenshaw 
U.D.C.s. 

RODENT  CONTROL. 

In  November,  1943,  the  Borough  Council  became 
responsible  for  working  the  Rats  and  Mice  (Destruction)  Act, 
1919,  as  agents  for  the  Cheshire  County  Council.  The  Senior 
Sanitary  Inspector  being  appointed  Rodent  Officer  and  a rat- 
catcher engaged. 

Following  a major  treatment  of  the  sewers  for  the  destruc- 
tion of  rats  in  1944,  further  maintenance  treatments  were 
carried  out  in  1945,  with  an  estimated  kill  of  1,390  rats. 

During  the  year  34  minor  infestations  have  been  found. 
Where  required,  treatment  was  carried  out  by  the  Department, 
the  remaining  cases  being  treated  by  private  firms  or  by  the 
occupiers  under  advice  from  the  Department.

H.— SCHOOL  MEDICAL  PREMISES  AND  STAFF. 

Staff. 

Since  the  absence  of  the  full-time  Assistant  Medical  Officer 
of  Health  from  the  end  of  1942,  one  session  per  week  only  has 
been  devoted  to  School  Medical  Inspection,  which  has  had  to  be 
curtailed  in  consequence. 

Medical  Inspection  on  school  premises  was  possible  through- 
out the  year  for  “new  entrants”  and  “leavers”  only.  The  inter- 
mediate age  group,  however,  were  included  for  the  purpose  of 
the  testing  of  vision. 

It  has  now  become  possible  to  supplement  the  nurses  by 
employing  staff  at  the  clinic  for  the  purpose  of  bathing  and 
otherwise  cleaning  cases  of  uncleanliness,  Scabies,  etc. 

Premises. 

The  accommodation  provided  in  the  Reform  Club  buildings 
is,  for  the  time  being,  considered  adequate  for  the  purpose  of  the 
treatment  of  Minor  Ailments,  Refraction  of  the  Eyes,  Scabies 
treatment,  and  as  a Dental  Clinic. 

The  Minor  Ailments  Clinic  is  open  daily  and  a Medical 
Officer  attends  upon  one  session  for  cases  of  a general  nature, 
and  one  session  for  the  purpose  of  the  examination  of  cases  with 
defective  vision.

III.— MEDICAL,  INSPECTION  AT  SCHOOLS, 

(1)  Routine  Inspection. — New  Entrants  and  Leavers  (12 
years  of  age)  were  examined  at  all  the  schools  as  in  pre-war 
years. 

In  the  case  of  the  Intermediate  (8  years  old  age)  group, 
the  eyesight  only  has  been  tested,  this  being  due  to  restricted 
Medical  Staff. 

Of  the  669  children  examined  24.54  per  cent,  were  found  to 
require  medical  attention,  and  27.83  per  cent,  were  considered 
cases  to  be  kept  under  observation. 

(2)  Special  Inspection. — These  cases  are  children  of  any 
age  who  have  been  referred  for  an  opinion  by  the  Medical  Officer 
by  parents,  teachers,  etc.  The  number  examined  was  759. 

(3)  Re-inspections. — All  children  found  upon  previous  occa- 
sions to  be  in  need  of  medical  attention  are  kept  under  observa- 
tion and  re-examined  from  time  to  time  until  normal  health  is 
regained.  The  number  so  examined  was  325  in  school  and  231 
at  the  Clinic. 


IV.— FINDINGS  OF  MEDICAL  INSPECTION. 

(a)  Nutrition. 

No  evidence  of  deterioration  in  the  nutritional  standard  has 
been  found,  as  of  the  669  cases  examined  88.8  per  cent,  were 
considered  normal  or  above  this  standard.  No  cases  of 
malnutrition  were  observed. 


(b)  Uncleanliness. 

In  this  category  is  included  the  presence  of  vermin  of  the 
hair  and  body  and  general  neglect  of  the  use  of  soap  and  water 
for  the  skin  and  clothing. 

The  total  number  of  individual  scholars  found  to  be  unclean 
among  the  8,428  examinations  made  was  344  or  4.3%

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(c)  Scabies. 

The  cases  discovered  numbered  89,  and  were  all  treated  at 
the  School  Clinic,  where  facilities  exist  for  hot  baths  to  be  given 
as  an  adjunct  to  treatment  carried  out  by  the  nurses. 


(d)  Minor  Ailments. 

These  are  treated  at  the  School  Clinic,  where  6,846  atten- 
dances were  made  by  children  and  1,360  by  parents.  Your 
Medical  Officers  examined  759  new  cases  and,  in  addition,  carried 
out  231  re-examinations. 


(e)  Visual  Defects. 

The  eyesight  of  all  children  is  tested  in  School  by  the 
School  Nurses  at  eight  years  of  age,  and  again  at  twelve  years 
of  age,  as  a matter  of  routine  procedure.  Younger  children 
who  appear  to  the  teachers  or  parents  to  have  difficulty  in 
seeing  normally  are  referred  as  special  cases  to  the  medical 
staff  for  investigation. 

Approximately  10  per  cent,  of  the  1,059  examinations  of 
infants,  eight,  and  twelve-year- old  children  were  found  to  require 
spectacles. 

The  Eye  Clinic  is  held  by  a Medical  Officer  weekly,  and  the 
majority  of  the  children  obtain  their  spectacles  through  the 
Authority's  Scheme,  whereby  there  is  no  cost  to  the  parents 
for  the  examination  and  the  prescribing  of  spectacles.  Reduced 
charges  are  made  for  the  spectacles  supplied  by  a local  optician. 

The  Medical  Officers  examined  69  children,  including 

re-examination  of  previously  tested  cases. 


(f)  Nose  and  Throat  Defects.  • 

The  number  of  new  cases  found  to  have  Chronic  Tonsilitis, 
Adenoids,  or  both  combined,  was  57. 

The  number  of  cases  treated  under  the  provision  of  the  Local 
Authorities’  scheme  at  Ashton  Infirmary  during  the  year  was  51. 
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Any  case  in  which  complete  results  have  not  been  obtained 
is  referred  back  to  the  hospital  for  further  attention  without 
extra  charge. 

(g)  Ear  Disease  and  Defective  Hearing. 

Cases  of  “discharging  ears”  are  treated  as  minor  ailments 
at  the  School  Clinic,  and  the  number  found  does  not  at  present 
warrant  the  provision  of  specialist  treatment. 

(h)  Dental  Disease. 

Dental  Inspection  was  carried  out  in  all  the  schools 
in  Hyde  during  1945.  Of  the  3,303  children  examined 
54.8  per  cent,  were  found  to  require  treatment.  Of  those  notified 
that  treatment  was  considered  necessary,  85  per  cent,  accepted 
and  attended  the  Clinic  for  such  treatment. 

(!)  Orthopedic  and  Postural  Defects. 

The  Education  Committee  pays  an  annual  grant  to  the  Hyde 
Orthopaedic  After-Care  Committee  in  return  for  which  any  cases 
coming  under  this  category  may  be  examined  by  an  Orthopedic 
Surgeon  at  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  number  of  children  who  received  Orthopedic  treatment 
was  70;  these  attended  upon  411  occasions. 

In  addition,  cases  suffering  from  debility,  anemia  and  pro- 
longed convalescence  obtained  artificial  sunlight  treatment  at  this 
clinic,  the  numbers  being  85.  These  attended  upon  1,085 
occasions. 
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V.— FOLLOWING  UP  AND  OTHER  WORK  OF  THE

The  duties  also  include  the  preparation  of  children  prior 
to  their  routine  examination  by  a doctor  and  at  which  they 
attend,  attendance  at  re-inspection  sessions  in  the  schools,  the 
examination  of  all  children  three  times  annually  for  uncleanli- 
ness, and  attendance  at  the  clinics  to  carry  out  treatment  advised 
by  the  Medical  Officers.

This  disease  continues  to  be  of  a mild  type,  and  the  numbers 
recorded  have  not  caused  any  appreciable  loss  of  school  atten- 
dance throughout  the  year. 

Diphtheria, 

Immunisation  clinics  continue  to  be  held  once  per  week  at 
Parsonage  Street  Clinic,  where  the  majority  of  the  cases  are  of 
pre-school  age.  The  attendance  tends  to  decrease  each  year,  in 
spite  of  publicity  given  through  the  Press,  posters  and  by 
personal  contact  with  the  parents. 

Measles. 

The  166  cases  recorded  during  the  early  months  of  the  year 
were  part  of  a somewhat  severe  and  widespread  epidemic  which 
commenced  during  the  winter  months  of  1944.  The  epidemic 
occurred  at  the  time  of  the  usual  frequency  of  2\  years’  interval.

OF  CHILDREN. 

The  number  of  children  to  whom  Medical  Certificates  were 
granted  during  the  year  was  28.  These  children  are  allowed  to 
do  such  work  as  selling  newspapers,  delivering  milk,  etc.,  after 
school  hours,  provided  their  physical  condition  is  not  adversely 
affected  thereby,  so  as  to  cause  loss  of  school  attendance.

by  the  Board) ; 

(iii)  for  the  purpose  of  making  a report  on  each  child  on  the 

lines  of  the  approved  Schedule  set  out  in  Circular  582. 


(c)  Under  this  heading  are  recorded  routine  inspections,  if  any, 
of  children  who  do  not  fall  under  the  three  prescribed  age-groups,  e.g., 
routine  inspections  of  a fourth  age-group  or  of  other  groups  of  children. 

(d)  A special  inspection  is  a medical  inspection  by  the  School  Medical 
Officer  of  a child  specially  selected  or  referred  for  such  inspection,  i.e., 
not  inspected  at  a routine  medical  inspection  as  defined  above.  Such 
children  may  be  selected  by  the  Medical  Officer  during  a visit  to  the 
school  or  may  be  referred  to  him  by  the  Teachers,  School  Nurses, 
Attendance  Officers,  Parents,  or  otherwise.  It  is  immaterial  for  the  purpose 
of  this  heading  whether  the  children  are  inspected  at  the  School  or  at  the 
Inspection  Clinic  or  elsewhere. 

(e)  Under  this  heading  are  entered  the  medical  inspections  of 
children  wrho  as  the  result  of  a routine  or  special  inspection  come  up  later 
on  for  subsequent  re-inspection,  whether  at  the  School  or  at  the  Inspection 
Clinic.  The  first  inspection  in  every  case  is  entered  as  a routine  or 
special  inspection  as  the  case  may  be.  Every  subsequent  inspection  of 
the  same  defect  is  entered  as  a re-inspection.
